T"\  ELICATE  and  charming  in  the  mist-like  profusion  of  its  snow-white  flow- 
ers,  it  is  not  only  effective  as  a garden  subject,  but  its  cut  sprays  are 
also  particularly  useful  for  blending  with  other  garden  flowers.  Commencing 
to  flower  fully  ten  days  before  the  older  double  kind — late  June  here — the 
small  side  sprays  combine  daintily  with  sweet  peas,  then  at  their  best,  and 
the  larger  sprays  add  charm  to  any  combination  of  cut-flowers.

graceful  in  every  way.  Its  growth  is  more  vigorous  and  sturdy,  attaining  a 
height  of  4 feet,  with  a spread  fully  as  broad. 

Best  of  all,  af-er  the  first  flowers  are  cut,  it  flowers  periodically  until  se- 
vere frost,  so  that  cut  sprays  are  always  available  and  the  plant  is  attractive 
throughout  the  season.
